Th at ch anges. radical and numerous, 
h ave been taking place in th e general 
make-up of our h ogs most of us are 
very well a ware, a nd vet, wh at th e 
h og of six ty y ears ago was th e y oung­ 
er farmers of today can h ardly real­ 
ize. 
He was an animal th at it was 
necessary to see to fully understand. 
Th ere was a very wide difference be­ 
tween h is general appearance and th at, 
of tih e comely animals -wh ich make 
tip th e best specimens of th e different 
improved breeds of today . 
Wh en a boy and living in th e State 
of New’ York I was taken to a dis­ 
tillery to be sh own th e process of 
making wh iskey from corn. 
Th e dis­ 
tillery was an ex tensive affair, and 
th ings were done on a large scale. 
■Corn was brough t in from th e west 
by th e carload, and h ogs were also 
sh ipped in by th e carload to con­ 
sume th e distillery slops. 
If I w'ere 
to describe th e h ogs with modern 
ph raseology , I would say th at th ey 
were a uniformly ungainly lot of ani­ 
mals, peaked, narrow’, gaunt and in­ 
ferior in every 
way . 
Th ey 
were 
wh ite, h ad narrow faces, long snouts, 
pendulous ears, long legs, were nar­ 
row’ at th e sh oulders, back, loin and 
h ips and were tucked up in th e flank. 
Th ey h ad sh ort tails, as it was th e 
almost invariable custom to cut th e 
tajils off from th e pigs, ft. being th e 
common say ing th at “it takes a bush el 
of corn to feed th e h og’s tail.” Th e 
picture of th is large lot of h ogs h as 
remained In my memory . 
In th e lat­ 
er y ears, wh en I h ave read some of 
th e modem writers on th e evolution 
of animals from lower to h igh er and 
b etter forms, th e pictures of Th ese 
ungainly h ogs appears before me, and 
I cannot h elp but conclude th at of all 
th e animals kept on th e farms th e 
bogs h ave undergone th e most rapid 
imorovoment. 
Note some of th e points of differ­ 
ence between th e h ogs of th e middle 
of th e nineteenth century and th ose 
o? th e twentieth century . 
Th ose old- 
frty le h ogs w-ere usually kept until 
tw o and a h alf y ears of age, 
and 
weigh ed at slaugh tering time from 
300 to 000 pounds. 
Th ey h ad h eavy 
bones, but th e m eat weigh t was most­ 
ly fat, th ere being an abundance of 
wh at we called side pork, with in­ 
ferior h ams and sh oulders and a large 
percentage of w-aste at several points. 
Th e snout was long and worth less, 
and h ad to h e th rown away . 
Th e 
ears were large and sold at same 
price (ch eap). 
Th e legs were long 
and h ad to be cut off and d*is[>osed 
of in same manner. 
Th e offal w’as 
considerable 
in 
proportion 
to 
th e 
weigh t of carcass, and h ad to be 
th rown away , usually 
making 
th e 
waste between 20 and 25 per cent. 
In making th e improvements, one 
of th e first th ings done was sh orten­ 
ing th e snout. 
I well remember th at 
some of th e wise one* declared th at 
it o<ould not h e done with out sh orten­ 
ing th e spine, but it h as been done, 
and th e body of th e modern h og is 
a» s long as or longer th an th at of 
bis ancestor. 
As th e h abits of th e 
modern h og do not req uire th e use 
of th e snout to dig for a living, th e 
sh ort, broad face answers h is pur­ 
pose Just as well and certainly looks 
much better. 
Th e ears h ave been 
reduced in size, and. as th e h ead as 
wider, th ey set furth er apart th an 
th ose carried bv th eir ancestors. Th e 
neck is sh orter, th e sh oulders wider, 
th e back and loin broader, th e h ips 
wider and longer, and th e muscle of 
th e h am (lean meat) Is more abun­ 
dant and comes down closer to th e 
h ock Joint. 
Wh ile th e legs h ave been 
very materially sh ortened, th e q ual­ 
ity and size h ave been q uite generally 
retained. 
One of th e most distinctive features 
of th e popular h og of today is th e 
even distribution of th e meat over th e 
wh ole frame. Formerly , after th e h og 
bad been fattened, th ere were bunch es 
of fat on different places, making an 
uneven surface. 
Suoh bunch es are 
rarely , if ever, m et with at th e pres­ 
ent time. 
Wh ile j? h as req uired th e master 
h and of th e skilful breeder to bring 
about th e great ch ange« in th e frame 
and general conformation of th e mod­ 
ern h og, our modern meth ods of rais­ 
ing th e pig h ave brough t about th e 
ch anges in h is general ch aracter. We 
feed th e pigs better, with a greater 
variety of feeds, wh ile y oung and grow 
muscle and fat. at th e same time mak­ 
ing a more even distribution of 
a 
better q uality of meat. 
By liberal 
feeding we attain th e weigh ts wh ich 
th e markets most, demand at from 
six to nine month s, making th e same 
weigh ts at a lower cost of production 
th an was possible by th e older and 
slow’er process of development. 
It ii 
not considered among our modern pig 
raisers a difficult m atter to make th e 
pigs 
weigh 
around 
tw’o 
h undred 
pounds 
at six month s of age, wh ich 
1s a very desirable and h andy weigh t 
for butch er’s block pork and bacon. 
If kept until nine month s old th ey 
weigh from 300 to 350 pounds, wh ich 


is th e popular kind for « nest portt. 
Packer« are urging th at more atten­ 
tion be given to tbe production of 
deep sides, as th ey can utilize a strip 
of it for bacon to meet th e growing 
demand for pork cured after th e fash ­ 
ion of meat sold under th at name. 
At th e present time consumers de­ 
mand and are willing to pay for, a 
h igh class of pork m eat, but th ere 
must be a .pretty even mingling of 
lean and fat, and of a q uality superior 
to th at made from th e class of h ogs 
raised and fed after th e customs of 
our forefath ers.—New York Tribune.

Ginis tre lli Struggle d 
Ma ny Ye a rs to 
De v e lop a De rby W inne r. 
T h e th ird victory of a filly for th e 
double event of Derby and Th e Oaks, 
at Epsom Downs, in th e 129 y ears 
of th e two famous English races, by 
Signorinetta. h as brough t into singu­ 
lar prominence th e eccentric Italian 
turfm an wh o owns th e h eroine of th e 
two great events, th e Ch evalier E. 
Ginistrelli. 
Th e owner is an elderly 
man, wh o first took an active part 
in English racing affairs a trifle more 
th an twenty y ears ago. 
He th en was 
a man of moderate wealth , but h is 
turf ventures, wh ich were directed 
almost ex clusively to efforts to wiD 
th e classic events of th e turf, soon 
ex h austed a great part of h -is fortune, 
and th ough -h e retained an estate io 
Italy , h e made h is h ome at Newmar­ 
ket, England, for about eigh t month s 
each y ear, and gave about all h is at­ 
tention to a tiny breeding establish ­ 
ment wh ich h e maintained in th e town 
itself. 
Th e 
Ch evalier's 
farm 
comprises 
about ten acres of land and is very 
modestly 
eq uipped 
with 
buildings. 
Th ere, h owever, with 
four or 
five 
mares, h e h as bred on, y ear after 
y ear try ing to produce a Derby or 
Oaks winner, undaunted by th e flat 
failures wh ich came to h im for so 
long a period. 
Of necessity h e h ad 
to conduct h is breeding operations on 
as ch eap a scale as pos-sible, and th e 
old man, with h is tiny farm, h is staff 
of superannuated grocx ms, and stray 
ex ercise boy s, dismissed from oth er 
stables and employ ed by th e Ch evalier 
Oiniistrelli, because th ey 
were 
th e 
ch eapest h e could get, h as been th e 
butt of th e Newmarket h orsemen. 
T h e Italian’s triumph in th e end 
is a TTTrect tribute trr' trts judgment 
and tih e th eory h e h as uph eld th rough 
all h is y ears of failure, for th e darn 
of Signorinetta is one th at y ears ago 
th e Ch evalier selected as filling h is 
req uirements as th e dam of a winner 
in th e classic races. Th is was Signor- 
ina, one of th e best, fillies of h er 
time on th e turf of England, and a 
daugh ter of th e sensationally success­ 
ful St. Simon. Only two of Slgnorlna's 
foals lived to rate before Signorinet- 
ta, and both were failures on th e 
turf, but in th e Derby and Oaks win­ 
ner, Slgnorinetta, th e Ch evalier h as 
been recompensed for all earlier dis­ 
appointments. 
Th e only fiLlies th at 
won both Derby and Oaks prior to 
Signorlnetta were Sir Ch arles Pun- 
bury ’s Eleanor In 18 01 and W. L. 
Anson’s Blink Bonny in 18 57 .—New 
York Times.

"It is a well known fact th at wh en 
alarmed fish scuttle into dark places 
beneath th e water.

manned th e windlass and th e barrel 
came to th e surface. 
By actual count 
th ere were twenty -eigh t sh ad, forty 
carp, seventeen catfish and nine jack 
salmon In th e 
barrel. 
Th e 
catch 
weigh ed 1G0 pounds.

when the Russian battalion marched in. and the commanding officer ordered 
the whole village into the church. 
While they were there a bugle sounded, 
and soldiers, stationed at ea^h house, at the signal set fire to the wooden 
buildings, having first plundered them of every thin g , they could carry away . 
When the people were let out of church they saw their homes going up in 
columns of smoke and flame that nothing could now extinguish.—H arper’i 
Magazine. 
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Pluperfect Pro priety 
In La ng ua g e 
By Pro fesso r T. R. Lo un» btiry . 


N every community w here the subject of usage come« u?p for dis­ 
cussion, a body of men can be found who are not content with 
perfect propriety . 
They are determined to have what may be 
called pluperfect propriety . 
One particular illustration of this 
there is which come» up pretty constantly for discussion. 
A 
person wishes on some given day , say , for instance, Saturday , to 
designate the day following. 
He ordinarily say s, "Tomorrow is 
Sunday ,”—that is, he say s so if he uses the language as if it belonged to him 
and not as if he belonged to it. If he chance to be in the company of one who 
is in the latter unhappy situation, he is not unlikely to be interrupted by soma 
such remark as this; 
"Pardon me, y ou should say , Tomorrow will be Sun­ 
day .’ ” 
This foregoing is a spectrm*» of the sort of examples usually adduced by 
scholars as an illustration of pedantic usage occasioned by imperfect linguistic 
training. 
Yet in spite of its commonness it does not strictly belong to the 
class of cases here under consideration. 
It is m erely one of many instances 
where the idea of future time is convey ed not by the verb but by som e other 
word or phrase in the sentence. In the example just given it is found in the 
subject tofnorrow. 
If any person take excerption to the expression, it Is per­ 
fectly legitimate to ask him if the day specified be not Sunday , w hat day i® 
it? 
Imj>orfant engagements will usually compel him <o betake himself else­ 
where before he finds time to answer. 
In all cases of the sort it is of course 
proper enough to use the future tense. 
Occasionally It may be necessary to 
do so, either for the sake of contrast, or of emphasis, or even of securing va­ 
riety . 
But ordinarily Its employ ment adds nothing to the clearness or force 
of what is sought to be said. 
It therefore approaches the nature of an exple­ 
tive. 
On the other hand, the use of the present tense not only makes the idea 
jtTst as distinct, Tt sometimes renders it far more effect!v^c. 
“Let us eat and 
drink, for tomorrow’ we die," w rote Paul, arguing against those who denied 
immortality . 
Undoubtedly , "we shall die” wmuld have expressed exactly w’hat 
the apostle had in mind; but it would not. have given his words the vividness 
and energy they now have.—H arper’s Magazine.

the river, from Pbilae, above all at Dendera, the shores are per­ 
sonal with the recollections of the woman than whom no queen 
was ever more brilliant, whose charm, seduction, wit, and hu­ 
man fascination have been made immortal by the masterpieces 
of the* world. 
Antony , as did her subjects, culled her Egy pt. 
And the country , whose shape is a lotus, whose emblems are the serpent, and 
the papy rus, 
is instinct with 
the grace of this empress. 
Alexandria, her capi­ 
tal 
and play ground, was a garden, a pleasure park for her. a banquet hall 
w here beside her on her couch M ark Antony delivered up Caesar, Italy , fame, 
and honor into her beautiful hands, giving all the treasures of his life that she 
might dissolve them in the winecup from which he drank to her. 
In Alexan­ 
dria, Cleopatra’s temples filled the squares; through the streets at night, 
touching elbows with Roman, Greek, and Egy ptian, with slave and noble, the 
Queen and the m ad Antony made e |o r t of the etiquette that bodges roy alty . 
Here, where she had originally bewitched Caesar, she held Antony , until 
kingdoms and his old glories were nothing to him; and hero in Alexandria she 
lifted him, defeated, broken, intq his tomb; and here beside him. she herself 
died. 
So intense is the cartouche that Cleopatra has left on Egy ptian history 
and on this m arine city that the ugly bustle of commerce, where Jews, Greeks, 
and Egy ptians fight today for stocks and bonds and kind speculations in the 
modern co» mopolis, is lost and forgotten as the old capital rise* liko a mir­ 
age on the edge of the desert and, as one thinks of Cleopatra, shines again 
with something of its old glory . 
T he Queen’s pink obelisks (one of which is 
now in the New Y’ork Central P ark) are seen again in their old place, and 
the shouts and cries tremble upon the air as the people call her.

known through official sources, he says 
they are most encouraging.

Pasteur 
treatment, as used sim-e its 
discovery In 1885 until now, full im­ 
munity is not reached until fully live 
weeks a fter the first injection is given, 
the tre a tm e n t 
lusting a minimum <#f 
eight ecu days. 
In ease of severe bites 
on the tact* the disease may develop in 
three weeks and even less. 
Dr. Marie lias succeeded in obtain­ 
ing from a sheep w h ic h had been im 
munized against tin* rabies a 
s e r u m , 
which, when mixed in certain propor­ 
tions with fresh virus of rabies, ren­ 
ders the latter 
innocuous 
when 
in- 
j.-. ¡cl into the bodies of animals and 
men. 
This mixture of virus and serum 
permits beginning the Pasteur treat­ 
ment with the material which secures 
immunity mm h quicker than when the 
ordinary metImd is used. 
ii is precisely what has been needed 
for seven* eases, and the results ob­ 
tained within the last two years have 
amply fulfilled Dr. Marie’s hopes. 
F u r ­ 
thermore. the new form of treatment 
will he of great practical value in im­ 
munizing dogs, inasmuch as two injec­ 
tions 
rapidly 
make 
a 
dog 
immune 
against 
rabies, 
and 
this 
Immunity 
lusts f«>r a year or more. 
The new 
method will 1m* introduced in lhe New 
Vork Pasteur Institute when Dr, Rum- 
haml. who sails on tin* j.a Provence to­ 
day. returns. Dr. Marie having supplied 
him with enough of his serum to fill 
the n e e d s of tin* New York institute un­ 
til it is able to make its own serum.

years later a machine for decapitation 
such as he suggested became tin* recog­ 
nized instrument for the execution of 
criminals. 
From all accounts, says the 
Dmdnn 
Globe, previous 
to Guillotin 
entering the Assembly extn utiou by tie* 
apitation was a privilege enjoyed sole­ 
ly by people of rank, the lower class 
criminals being hanged. 
He 
projKiaed 
that “in all cases of capital p unish­ 
ment it shall be of the same kind, anti 
executed by 
means of 
a machine.” 
After 
many stormy 
debates it 
was 
igreed that dt*eapifafioii should be tin- 
state punishment for all criminals, but 
never a word was mentioned as to any 
ther instrument being used but the 
sword. 
Some time later, however, the

instrument, similar to that which Dr.
